Security requirement# for federal employees ere governed by 
President Eisenhower* s Executive Order Ho. 10450, which provides that 
”The appointment of each civilian officer or employe® in any depart- 
ment or agency of the Government shall be made subject to investiga- 
tion.*’ Such an investigation was made in the case of Mr. Redlich by 
the Civil Service Commission and the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
and the facts developed war# evaluated by the members of the Commission. 

As you probably know, on May 19/1964, at a meeting of the full 
Cocanission, the Commission unanimously granted clearance to Mr. Redlich 
and Issued the following public statement! 

"The Commission met today to discuss the taking of 
further testimony and looking toward the formulation of a 
report. It also reviewed all of the field investigations 
concerning the security clearance of its employees, and 
the Commission unanimously cleared all of the members of 
the staff to handle classified information. " 


For the enlightenment of the citizen correspondent, it may be 
to inform him regarding the Commissioner# and their official 
capacities.
